Against Tariff. 


While Mr. Smith addressed himself 
principally to the unemployment situ- 
ation, Mr. Cox and Mr. Davis direct- 
ed their views mainly against the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff, the farm board 
and the condition of the treasury.. 


“Under the sheltering pretence” of 
fulfill campaign pledges for.«farm 
relief, vis said, “we witnessed the 
passage of a tariff bill over well nigh 
‘universal protest, fixing rates that 
cueares the imagination of the most 
hide-bound protectionist. Every eco- 
nomic and political storm signal was 
set against this unrighteous measure 
and yet it was passed and signed.” 

Cox went even further and blamed 
the tariff act as one of the major 
causes of the depresson in thate it 
cut off the “‘vast economic frontier of 
foreign markets.” 


“The privileged class, rich almost 
beyond estimation, asked for increased 
dispensations,” he said. “Tariff walls 
went higher. We made it difficuit 
for the world to trade with us. and 
now American factories are being 
built abroad.” 

Cox said of the farm board: 

_ “The governmental attempt at fix- 
ing prices by tariff subsidy proved 
just as futile and fallacious as the ef- 
fort directed by the farm board. As 
a result, relief must now be: devised 
for both | the farmer and the manu- 


facturer. 
Mad Adventure. 

On this subject Davis said: 

“We witness the mad adventure of 
the farm board, which was given a 
pretty toy to play with in the shape 
of $500,000, of the taxpayers’ 
money. With this glittering instru- 
ment it. attempted in defiance of hu- 
Man experience, past and present, to 
sweep back the sea and thwart the 
inexorable play of the law of supply 
and demand. All its wasteful effort 
has come to naught. But it has suc- 
ceeded in one thing. It has convinced 
the American farmer that-once more 
he has been handed a gold brick of 
purest brass serene.” 

On the treasury deficit Davis made 
this comment: : 

“Let us remember ..- . that hon- 
est. governments, like honest men, 
have no right to live beyond their 
means.

Qther outstanding Davis thrusts at 
the republicans were:

“We had a rash of commissions, 
one treading upon another's heels, so 
fast they followed. Worthy gentle- 
men in numbers were assembled for 
this and that and the other purpose. 
They wagged their heads wisely, 
emitted or fafled to emit learned re- 
‘ports and reached, or sometimes fail- 
ed to reach, sol4mn conclusions. Then 
they disappeared, as commissions or- 
dinarily. do,.inte the dark and outer 
void from which they came. So far 
as I know the record, the efforts 
of no one Of them to this date has 
resulted in a single executive or leg- 
|islative act. 
| “The country is turning with open 
land manifest eagerness to the demo- 
feratic party as the only means of es- 
caping from its present plight. 
Haphazard Development. 
| “The thing that has brought the 
leaders of the republican party to 
their present plight is that their ac- 
tion or non-action seems at least to 
be the result of momentary impulse, 
political expediency, emergency con- 
ceptions and happy thoughts, and not 
the outcome of any deep or réasoned 
convictions on governmental matters. 

“A fair weather pilot can do with- 
‘out a chart, but when the seas are 
rough and the winds blow. chart and 
compass alone can save the ship.” 

Speaking of prohibition former 
Governor Cox said “any institution 
that has cost our government $25,000,- 
000,000 and created a super-criminal 
state, presents a problem that cannot 
long be deferred. Its very contro- 
versial nature precludes any hope of 
the republican politicians giving it 
straightforward attention.” 

In an appeal to the south to con- 
sider the prablem of northern demo- 
crats in dealing with the prohibition 
issue he said: 

“We forced the bloody shirt lead- 
jers in the north aside, and let the 
truth go to our people. May we not, 
now, respectfully ask that you call 
political ecclesiastics back to their 
pulpits that the truth may go to your 
people?” 

He said the republican party had 
‘but “two loyal allies left—privileged 
| business and the Anti-Saloon League.” 
“Bury” Wilson. 

He charged the republicans with a 
“deliberate plan” to bury the memory 
of Woodrow Wilson “in the grave of 
the Unknown Soldier, without indi- 
vidual fame.” 

“Since Wilson died.” he added. 
“three republican presidents have dedi- 
eated war memorials in different 
states and delivered Armiatice Day 
addresses. Quite properly they*have 
paid tribute to the valor of the pri- 
vate soldier, but sesgar as I know, 
the commandeér-in-chiéf of the army 
and navy has never been mentioned.” 

The Ohioan advocated co-operative 
devices “maintained by employer and 
employe” through which industry 
would support the unemployed work- 
man in slack times. 

“If we had done this 10 years ago,” 
he said, *“‘the present depression would 
not have been one-half so severe.” 

Bowers, in opening the _ dinner, 
charged the republicans in 1928 had 
made many promises which never had 
been fulfilled. The next campaign, he 
said, would not bring forth the 1928 
republican banner of “prosperity at 
home and prestige abroad.”

The 1928 keynoter referred ironi- 
cally to the “administration’s Polly- 
anna train of thought” which he said 
had intrigued public interest for a 
season “because it seemed to have no 
terminal facilities.” 

He described Julius Klein, assistant 
secretary of commerce, as the “poet- 
laureate” of the administration's po- 
litical economy, adding that ‘every 
time he threw a word of cheer into 
the market the stocks went down— 
because his words had weight.” 

Turning his oratorical fire on Sen- 
ator Fess, chairman of the republican 
national committee, he said it was 
‘an amazing spectacle in the closing 
hours of an administration to find 
Senator Fess urging upon his party 
the necessity of selling the head of tha 
administration to the people. There 
is something humiliating to an Amer- 
ican in the thought of selling an ad- 
ministration; it smacks too much of 
a bankruptcy sale.”

Many Ideas. 

“Many suggestions have been made 
as to the causes and the reasons. 
Many more have been made as to re- 
lief. The latter fall into three classes. 
The first class includes international 
relations. such as reparations settle- 
ments, adjustment of foreign debts, 
digabmament and tariff reform. ‘The 
second class comprehends expanding 
eredit by means of home loan discount 
banks and the creation of a recon- 
struction finance corporation, and 
more liberal terms for rediscount by 
federal reserve banks. The third class 
is the one that covers immediate re- 
lief for the millions of unemployed. 

“T am in. complete sympathy with 
all constructive and workable plans 
for international adjustments and ex- 
pansion of credit, but these cannot be 
worked out in time to solve the im- 
mediate problem of unemployment. 
With respect to the third, the federal 
government plan ts to pass it along 
to the states, their localities and to 
private charities. : 

“As to this problem, I consider 
the attitude of the* administration to 
be indefensible inasmuch as it al- 
ready has been proven that the states, 
localities and private charities cannot 
cope with it. Cities and localities 
have exceeded their debt limits and 
face constantly decreasing revenues. 


700,000 Jobless. 


“In New York city alone, where 
there is intensive manufacturing and 
consequently large opportunity, if any 
exists, for employment, there are more 
than 700,000 people without emplor- 
ment. and more than 100,000 of them 
are heads of families with women and 
children depending upon them. I! 
have served on all of the committees 
so far brought into existence, whether 
public or private, for the relief of 
this situation and I am prepared to 
state definitely that, notwithstanding 
an appropriation of $10,000,000 by 
the city of New York, $8,000,000 by 
the state of New York, and $20,000.- 
000 more by privat gifts from our 
citizenship, we are able only to sratch 
the surface in New York city, and 
only for a short time at that. 

“We are a long way from bringing 
any full measure of relief. I am re- 
liably informed that this condition 
prevails throughout the United States. 

“The direct results of this form of 
relief are two: one isto extend charity 
to people in their homes, and the oth- 
er is to provide work of no lasting 
benefit to the taxpayers whose mon- 
ey is appropriated. It is nothing more 
or less than a disguised dole. At 
best, all this relief must be for an 
extremely limited period. Private 
funds ean last only for a short time 
and the localities are unable to carry 
the burden much longer. 


“State of War.” 


“With respect to the solution of 
the unemployment problem, we must 
absolutely forget politics and we must 
regard the United States to be in a 
state of war... It is a war against 
unemplo se and malnutri- 
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present unemployment, but make for 
economy and efficiency in the opera- 
tion of the setvice for years to come.

“If these bonds were to be issued 
in the ordinary manner I would sa 
‘No.’ I believe they should be of- 
fered direct to the American public 
exactly as the- Liberty bonds were 
offered, through an appeal to their 
patriotism and their devotion to the 
country.

f| opinion that an offer of such bonds 


under such eonditions will loosen up 
the hoarded money which is now cared 
for in sugar bowls, between mat- 
tresses, and by the more careful in 
safe deposit boxes. I believe that if 
this matter is properly started and 
if this issue is properly handled, it 
will restore purchasing power that 
will be beneficial to business, com- 
merce and industry all along the line. 
The expenditure of the proceeds of 
these bonds* will renew confidence in

“nage of our railroads and provide real 


employment for the army of the idle. 

“Were the proceeds of these bonds 
to be used under present conditions, 
I would again say ‘No.’ I believe 
that following the bond issue congress 
should bestow upon the president of 
the United States plenary power for 
the appointment of a federal admin- 
istrator of public works and clothe 
him with the power and authority fo 
cut, slash and dig into the red tape 
now found throughout the statute laws 
of the country which retards the 
progress of publie works. Mé@re again 
we must invoke the tactics’of war 
as against the slow and cumbersome 
operations of peacetime. 

Highway Building. 

“A large part of the proceeds 
should be appropriated directly from 
the sale of the bonds for the con- 
struction of highways, and it would 
be no mistake if in highway improve- 
ment the United States were to in- 
clude bridges or tunnels, even through 
cities, where these improvements are 
logically a part of the national high- 
way system, 

“One of the main duties of the 
federal public works administrator 
will be to speed up the federal build- 
ing program for which appropriations 
already have been made. There was 
expended in one year under the pres- 
ent system only three times the cost 
of a single building in one city in 
the country. 

‘Some people will say it is bad 
business to issue bonds for public im- 
provements. If it was bad business 
to issue them for the destruction of 
property as they did during the prog- 
ress of the World War, what's wrong 
with issuing them to save lives? 


“One of the distressing things with 
which we must deal today in this pe- 
riod of business depression is exceés- 
sive taxation which adds a further 
burder upon industry, as well as upon 
the individual, and we not only find 
throughout the various states in the 
Union enormous deficits in revenue 
that have to be made up by taxa- 
tion, but we find them in the federal 
government as well. 


Government Cost. 


“This might be the time to ask 
ourselves the question: What have 
we done to reduce the cost of gov- 
ernment in order to prevent the de- 
ficiency or at least a part of it? It 
is at least ten years since the first 
recommendation was made for the re- 
organization and reconstruction of the 
federal government, cutting out du- 
plication of effort, waste, and elim- 
inating the large number of boards 
and commissions that produce a cost- 
ly overhead responsible in a large de- 
gree for the enormous cost of the fed- 
eral government, * 

“And what about prohibition? The 
United. States is spending annually 
$100,000 in a senseless, useless | 
and fruitless attempt to enforce pro- 
hibition. Who says this? Do I say 
it? No, that comes from the com- 
mission appointed by the president 
himself; No’ matter what may 
their final decision, throughout the 
lengthy report that they prepared de- 
clared that prohibition was not en- 
forceable, largely because it lacked 
public approval and public support.

“Second: We should repeal every 
federal statute which imposes upon 
the federal government powers or du- 
ties that can as well be performed by 
the several states. 

“Thi We should wipe out in- 
numerable boards and bureaus and 
discharge an army of spies, snoopers 
and tax-eaters. 

“Fourth: ,We should cease attempt- 
ing to either promote, regulate or de- 
stroy the business of the United 


-?States. By that I do not mean we 


should repeal the laws against com- 
binations in restraint of trade, for 
such laws are themselves protective 
of trade. Upon the contrary, those 
laws should be strengthened amé every 
attempt at monopoly or unfair trade 
practices should be, in the interests of 
fair trade, strictly prohibited and 
punished. 

“Fifth: We should demand that the 
federal reserve banking system should 
no longer be made the agent and 
banker of the stock gambling hells of 
the nation; and the fraudulent prac- 
tices of those institutions should be 
prohibited and punished. 


“Sixth: We should immediately 
lower tariff exactions, and as rapidly 
as the revenue exigencies of our gov- 
ernment will permit, wipe them out. 
This must be accomplished in order: 
(a) To relieve the preseht burdens 
of our people; (b) In order that our 
manufacturing industries may be able 
to compete in the markets of the 


world, thus furnishing employment for’ 


American labor. 


“Seventh: The laws regulating the 
habits and lives of the people, in so 
far as. such laws 
passed, should be left to the several 
states; such doctrine of state sov- 
ereignty in its high and proper sense 
should be restored.” 

Reed, known for frequent vitriolic 
verbal attacks on prohibition, at no 
time in his address referred directly 
to the issue which may receive atten- 
tion at this summer's convention. 

He assailed entry~ of government 
into the cotton and wheat markets 
through the federal farm board, “re- 


sulting in a general paralysis in the’ 


markets for farm products.” - 
Declaring congress “without any 
right whatsoever, except the right of 
power,” cancelled the $12,000,000,000 
of foreign indebtedness, Reed directed 
another verbal thrust at the morato- 


ium. 

“With a deficit in our own treas- 
ury of a billion and a half dollars, we 
find congress truculently and igno- 
miniously yielding to the demands of 
our president-international, that the 
United States shall, for the year at 
least, assume the liability of Germany 
to France and England to the tune of 
$270,000,000, and that that burden 
shall be cast upon the shoulders of 
the American taxpayer,” he said. 

Saying a movement is afoot to can- 
cel all forei indebtedness, Reed 
urged the United States to “preserve 
her integrity, protect her coasts and 
attend to her own business and let 
the world attend to its business.”

country of the balancing of the fed- 
eral expenditures and income for the 
fiscal year coppermine July first.” 

As a further goal, Mr. Hoover 
pointed out that the amount of taxes 
to be imposed to attain the end of a 
balanced budget “will depend entirely 
upon what further cuts we can make 
in government expenditures.” 

Under the et ac proposed, in- 
cluding the wholesale reorganization 
of overlapping government  depart- 
ments, he continued, there need be no 
increase in the public debt after cover- 
ing the deficit of the present fiscal 
year. He held, however, this would 
be no easy task. 

The chief executive said the fed- 
eral government often was not with- 
out blame in increasing state and 
local expenditures. These spendings. 
he said, now reach the total of 
$9,000,000,000. 

State officials, he continued, are 
often the “unwilling victims of in- 
creased government costs” throngh 
pressures put upon them to find 
money to equal federal appropriations 
“requiring a matching of money by 
the states.” The president § con- 
cluded : 

“Our first duty as a nation is to 
put our governmental house-in order, 
national, state and local. With the 
return of prosperity the government 
can undertake constructive projects 
both ef social character and public 
improvement.”

Alabama, today refused to abolish the 
lash in state prison camps.

of the prosecution that seriously chal- 
lenged the credibility of the witness- 
es, but this information was delib- 
erately concealed. 

“Witnesses were permitted to testi- 
fy at the trials despite such knowl- 
elge in possession of the prosecution 
of prior contradictory stories told by 
these witnesses as to make their 
mere production a vouching for per- 
jured testimony. 

“Witnesses were coached in their 
testimony to a degree that approxi- 
mated subornation of perjury. There 
is a strong inference that some of this 
coaching was done by prosecuting of- 
ficials and other evidence points to 
knowledge by the prosecuting officials 
that such coaching was being prac- 
ticed on other witnesses, 

“The prejudice against the defend- 
ants, stimulated by newspaper pub- 
licity, was further appealed to at the 
trials by unfair and intemperate ar- 


guments to the jury in the opening | ph 


and closing statements of the prose- 
cuting attorneys. 

“After the trials, the . disclosures 
casting doubt on the justice of the 
convictions were minimized, and every 
attempt made to defeat the liberation 
of the defendants by a campaign of 
misrepresentation and propaganda 
carried on by the officials who had 
prosecuted them.” 

The report said from one point of 
view, Prosecutor Fickert may have 
acted ptudently in engaging a private 
detective, but added: 7 

“Swanson (the detective) did not 
aid the police officials but in effect 
outranked and superseded them. The 
police investigation was reduced’ to 
the hunting up of evidence against the 
suspects he had managed to bring 
into custody. 

Choice Criticized. ‘ 

“Both Swanson’s own’ reputation 
and the district attorney’s olitical 
background lay the choice of Swan- 
son open to criticism.” 

“Th most convincing hypothesis,” 
the report said, “is that Swanson saw 
a chance in the bomb cases to pay off 
old private scores, and at. the same 
time to enhance his prestige by con- 
victing men who were obnoxious to 
his employers. Whatever his motive, 
we find it impossible to doubt that 
from the beginning he turned the ac- 
tivities of investigation and prosecu- 
tion againstt he defendants.” 

The report included the testimony 
of John McDonald and Police Officer 
Peter Hughes, who described and 
identified two men allegedly present 
just prior to the bombing. The report 
cites “a discrepancy” in the statement 
of McDonald and Hughes and says of 
McDonald's statement that the descrip- 
tion given. would fit neither Mooney 
nor Billings. 

The_ report further cited “the in- 
jection of the patriotic motif into 
Fickert’s summing up,” in which he 
said of Billings: 

“He probably delighted in hearing 
the cries of these women and chil- 
dren. My God» You have heard it 
described here, and I have seen it. 
afterwards—women with babes in 
their arms, their legs shot away, 
crawling away from the wreck of the 
cruel shell, and if you could have heard 
the cries of some of those children, if 
you could have seen, like I have seen, 
my friend Lawlor there, blown beyond 
recognition, you could not have 
thought lightly of it; if you could 
have heard little Baby Knapp erying 
for his mother—who was then about 
to expire—you would not take it as 
joking matter as this defendant has.” 

Opinion on Plea.

Urban LaFayette Gregory, 40. dis- 
abled World War veteran, was found 
dead in bed Friday morning at the 
residence, 315 Atwood street, S. W. 
Funeral services will be conducted at 
2 o'clock this afternoon at Peachtree 
Chapel. Interment will be in the 
Marietta National cemetery. 

Enlisting in the army in the early 
part of 1917, Mr. Gregory was 4s- 
signed to the intelligence department. 
He soon was sent overseas and after 
service in several major battles was 
seriously wounded at the Battle of St. 
Mihiel, France. : 

He remained in France until 1919 
and was returned to the United 
States, where physicians employed 
every aid known to medical science to 
save his life.
